At least 20 persons were killed 
Me day, victims of police guns 
stabbings and street battles with 
rocks and clubs. Ten thousand ad- 
ditional troops were alerted a 
Kalyan, 40 miles from Bombay, 
to enforce a round-the-clock cur- 
few that was imposed for two 
Gays beginning at 5 p. m.

Greek King 
May Free 
Opponents 


LONDON, Sept. 2—(UP)—King 
George of Greece may declare a 
general amnesty for thousands of 
political prisoners and take some 
of the most powerful opposition 
leaders into his new government 
when he returns to Greece within 
the near future, Greek sources be- 
lieved Monday. 

The King has indicated his de- 
sire for a coalition government 
which will bring all political quar- 
ters together in his third attempt 
to rule the country which he last 
left five and one-half years ago. 


The question ot amnesty is* ex- 
pected to be the most difficult he 
will have to meet. Royal custom 
calls for him to proclaim an am- 
nesty, but the Populist Party, 
strongest in Greece and responsi- 
blé for the King’s return, may dis- 
suade him from showing mercy to 
the oppostion, 

Populist Party leaders have 
taken the stand that an amnesty 
is inadvisable because the only 
prisoners left in Greek jails are 
murderers and common criminals. 


Preparations already are under 
way in London for the King’s re- 
turn. His brother, Crown Prince 
Paul, and his younger sister, Prin- 
cess Catherine, have arrived here 
from their wartime exile homes 
in Egypt and South Africa to join 
George in his hour of triumph. 

George remained at an unidenti- 
fied retreat in the English coun- 
tryside Monday night, but it was 
expected he would return to his 


headquarters in Claridge’s Hotel ' 


in London Tuesday. 

Prime Minister Constantine Tsal- 
daris was expected to fly to Lon- 
don from the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence Tuesday or Wednesday to 
notify his King officially that the 
Greek people have voted to return 
him to the throne. 

Before the King léaVes England | —— 
he probably ‘will ha.«¢ long and } 
detailed discussions with Tsaldaris 
and his advisers on the main out- 
lines of future Greek foreign pol- 
icy and the prospects of a success- 
ful coalition Government.

NOBODY LOVES ONE? 

Nobody loves a goat. Nobody 
in Georgia’s official life. The 
goats have been kicked around 
all along like nobody’s business.

McIntosh County Wants the Beach Park 


Residents. of McIntosh County are evi- 
dencing a refreshingly enthusiastic re- 
action to State Auditor B. E. Thrasher’s 
‘ suggestion that Georgia acquire and de- 

velop Blackbeard Island into a State park. 


It will be remembered that such a facil- 
itv was formerly slated for St. Simon 
Island, in adjacent Glynn County, but 
withdrawn when residents of that already 
flourishing resort objected to construction 
of accommodations for overnight visitors. 
Administration leaders held, and rightly, 
that they would not be justified in any 
large expenditure of funds for limited use, 
the majority of the State’s taxpayers living 
too far from the project to realize any 
benefit from a beach park without eating 
and sleeping facilities. 

McIntosh Countians, however, seem 
more than anxious to have the long-needed 
beach park. Their attitude is one of com- 
plete co-operation. This sentiment is most 
admirably reflected in the current issue of 
The McIntosh County News, which de- 
clares editorially: 


The publicity recently given to Blackbeard 
Island by the suggestion of State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher, Jr., that it be acquired by the State 
and developed into a Beach Park has created 
a hearty revival of local interest in this beauti- 
ful island which forms a large portion of the 
ocean front of McIntosh County. 

Development of Blackheard has for a number 
of years been the favarite project of a group of 
citizens of McIntosh who have foreseen the po- 
tentialities of the island as an ocean beach park 
to which people from all over the State might 
go for vacations, and efforts were made several 
years ago to obtain it for this purpose. The 
island was then, as it is now, used by the Na- 


tional Wildlife Service as a wildlife refuge, and 
efforts to obtain its release were unsuccessful. 

Mr. Thrasher’s interest in the acquisition and 
development of the island, and his suggestion to 
a Glynn County delegation who were seeking an 
appropriation for a St. Simon Beach park that 
they assist in acquiring Blackbeard for this pur- 
pose, has revived the hope that this island, which 
is practically the only area in this section bor- 
dering directly upon the ocean which has even 
a possibility of being opened as a park for the 
enjoyment of the general public, may yet be 
made available for this purpose. 

The development of Blackbeard as a State 
park would involve the building of cottages 
which could be rented at a reasonable price, 
improvement of bathing, fishing and other rec- 
reational facilities which the island affords for 
the benefit of thousands of people all over Geor- 
gia who would visit it throughout the year. 

It is but natural that McIntosh County should 
feel the greatest interest in such a project, 
simply because Blackbeard lies entirely within 
the limits of McIntosh County. At the instiga- 
tion of the local post of the American Legion, 
this interest has taken a practical form. A 
working committee, comprising representatives 
of the County Board, the City Council, Unknown 
Soldier Post of the American .Legion, Durant- 
Robson Post Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Exchange Club, has been appointed for the pur- 
pose of co-operating with the State and Glynn 
County delegation in seeking to acquire the 
island for a State Park. 

This committee will do all in their power to 
assist in the program which Auditor Thrasher 
suggested, but however capable and earnest they 
may be there will many times be ways in which 
their efforts can be aided by other citizens in the 
county. Every interested person then—and it 
seems that should cover every citizen of the 
county—should stand ready to give assistance 
whenever they are needed to further this project, 


With such a spirit being manifested by 
those most directly affected; The Constitu- 
tion, which eagerly anticipates the day 
when the State will have a coastal park 
as a part of its growing recreational facili- 
ties, urges that we get ahead with the 
planning. | 


Lost in 
The Coffee Swamps 


As a hopeless coffee addict and an avid reader 

of food columns in the nation’s newspapers, I 

see where desperate inventors still are sweating 

and toiling trying to produce an instrument which will enable even 

morons, misers, career women, the average wife, most brides, 

bachelors and husbands whose wives sleep late, to make a decent 
cup of coffee. 

One inventor, confronted With this critical problem which has 
plagued America for so long, has come up with a metal, sky-scraper 
gadget which he insists is fool-proof. (This I doubt.) This strange- 
looking contraption consists of two metal tubes and a collar. The 
tube holding the coffee is inserted into the tube holding the water. 
Perforations in the upper tube allow the water to floW. over the 
coffee. The collar is then inserted and the coffee allowed to drip. 
I am sure this will make good coffee, because it is a variation of 
the usual drip pot. 

There also is coming onto the market another variation of the 
drip pot which is excellent. It is an hour-glass-shaped arrange- 
ment, with a wooden belt which prevents it from becoming too hot 
to pick up. 

A special supply of filter paper comes with it, with replace. 
ments easily obtainable. Boiling water is poured in on the measure 
of coffee; it filters and drips through the filter paper, and coffee 


naturally results. The filter paper and its coffee grounds are dis- 
carded and the coffee is ready to pour. 


Also on the market are one-cup coffee pots in handsome pottery. 
They a¥e simply drip pots. Other accessories are coming along. 
There are heat-controlled stoves, a dispenser storage can which 
measures coffee for each making, and so on. 


There is one worth having. It is an electric coffee grinder which 
will hold a pound of beans. You grind at each coffee-making time 
only the amount of coffee needed for the occasion. 


This is important because the aroma, and flavor, of coffee comes 
from the small beads of oil in each coffee bean. It is a volatile oil 
which begins to escape once the bean is ground. Everyone is 
assumed to know that freshly ground. coffee should be tightly cov- 
ered. What many don’t know is that if freshly-ground coffee is 
covered and kept in the refrigerator it will retain its aroma and 
flavor longer than if merely covered and kept in the cupboard. 


3s] All this sweat and toil on behalf of coffee drink- 
Sweat, Toil ers is interesting. It also is a commentary on 
the stubborn refusal of Americans to look facts in the face and 
their frantic searches through the swamps of bad coffee. 

There are several reasons for failure to produce a good cup of 
coffee. The first is the refusal to purchase a good coffee. This 
explains why much coffee tastes as if a pair of wool socks had been 
boiled with it. 


But, even with good coffee many fail because of pure miserli- 
ness. The person who started the theory that a tablespoon of coffee 
for each cup and one for the pot would produce good coffee should 
be forced to drink the results. That is not enough coffee. In fact, 
it is almost impossible to use too much coffee. * 

Poor coffee can be made better by mixing in a small amount of 
chicory, not as much as is contained in some of the chicgry blends 
on the market, unless your taste runs to that. A small amount 
will help out even the better grades of Colombian blends. 

: Also, there is simply no argument aboyt which is 
Drip Pot the best method of coffee-making. The drip pot is 
so obviously the only way to get the best out of coffee that we won’t 
go far with the discussion. 

This does not mean that the dripping should be a drowning. 
Small amounts of boiling water, poured in immediately after the 
previous pouring has dripped through, will produce the best coffee. 
If one will consider that boiling water passing throught the coffee 
once picks up the flavor and aroma in a manner superior to boiling, 
percolating or any other method, hot arguments in behalf of those 
methods will die on their lips. 

Also note that all the new methods of the coffee 
variations of the drip method. 

The finest coffee cups I know are to be had from the Georgia 
Art Pottery Store on Highway 41, a little north of Cartersville. 
Made of Georgia clay and glazed with a locally-produced glaze, 
they are huge and wondrous. The best designer of Georgia’s famous 
Gordy family of potters makes them on his own wheel and does his 
own firing. They are made only on order, although now and then 
he may have a few in stock. 

They enabled me to follow to the letter my doctor’s orders. He 
instructed me to reduce my 15 or so cups of coffee per day at 
least by half that many. These cups hold about three times as 
much as the ordinary cup and I now have only one and a half cups 
of ss for breakfast instead of five or six. Just like the doc- 
tor said,

Contrast Perhaps the thing that makes the present doldrums 

Ye all the more conspicuous is the contrast over recent 
years. The war period was crowded with dramatic events. History 
was being written with a blinding fury. Looking backward, it is 
during the past six years, passed 
through one of the. most epochal periods of all history. 

What is taking place in Washington now is comparable to the 
lull that follows the storm. From the blood and thunder of. the 
drama-filled war years we passed into a period of peaceful 
pursuits. 

An era of prosperity beckons, if we can manage our economy 
aright. Business is booming, with 58,100,000 civilian workers gain- 
fully employed, and there is less preoccupation of Government in 
our lives. 

The fact that Congress is away on its first sustained vacation 
in almost a decade is largely responsible for the passive atmosphere 
that has enveloped Washington during the past month. During the 
Roosevelt years Congress was kept in almost continuous session. 
Even preceding the outbreak of the war, one emergency after 
another seemed to demand the continued presence of the national 
legislative body. 

Congress is always the source of dissension and strife. Its 
investigations and partisan bickerings can usually be counted on 
to make front-page news. When Congress is away, the stage for 
these outbursts is removed. The public is made less conscious 
of the vast machinery and authority of Government. 

Having been confined to Washington during all of the past 
eventful years, members of Congress hastened to return to their 
home bailiwicks once adjournment was taken. There is hardly a 
corporal’s guard on hand from both houses. 


One of the factors in the hasty exodus of Congress, 
of course, was the coming November elections which 
involve the entire membership of the Lower House and a third 
of the Senate. Political fences need to be mended after the long 
absence from home. 

About the only semblance of Congressional activity that remains 
in Washington is the desultory action of a few investigating commit- 
tees. Most of them may be expected to suspend as the time for the 
elections grows nearer. 

When Congress adjourns,, that is always an invitation for the 
President to leave Washington on vacation. While it is in session, 
his presence is usually required to maintain a watch over legis 
lative procedure. 

And when the President leaves town, that, in turn, is usually 
the signal for the departure of most of the superstructure of the 
executive branch of the Government. Most of the Cabinet, the 
under-cabinet and the heads of the various agencies are kept here 
by his presence. 

Add to all of this the recess of the Supreme Court and the 
desertion of the capital is made complete, It explains the dearth 
ef news that has crept over Washington since the Congressional exit, 

While President Truman has now returned from his vacation to 
Bermuda, observers do not expect a break in the lull until after 
the November elections. Things may be expected to pick up again 
after that. 

But Washington official doings will not return to the front pages 
of the papers of the country in full form until the new Congress 
meets in January. Only then will the city be expected to resume 
its place as the political nerve center of the nation,

in which there is no truth. The fox hunters, on the other hand, do 
hot abuse each other any more in their equally ancient feud over the 
virtues of the July hound as opposed to the Walker. They berate 
the bird hunter, whom they consider a sissy who gets a sadistic 
pleasure out of rendering a small handful of meat and feathers 
dead and lifeless with a popgun. 

The bird hunters charge that the fox hunters have filled up the 
countryside with vermin which not only are destroying all the quail, 
but are rendering life unsafe for man and beast as well. Every 
time they hear of or read about a fox entering a farmer’s hog lot or 
hen house and there wreaking havoc among the porkers or the 
poultry, they utter shrill cries of rage and write to the State Game 
and Fish Commission, demanding that all foxes be exterminated 
aly te Mainly, though, they complain that the fox is destroying 
tne quail. 


# ; The fox hunter comes back with equal fervor 
Counter Claim to claim that there is no truth whatsoever in 
the charge that the fox destroys the quail. The fox, the fox hunter 
Says, does not prey on quail, particularly. In fact,.he is a great 
friend of the quail, because he preys on rats, mice and other small 
animals which destroy the quail. 


The State Game and Fish Commission, caught in this cross-. 


fire, tries to remain calm and maintain an attitude of common 
sense in the matter, which is sometimes difficult to do. They do 
not wish the fox to exterminate the quail. On the other hand, 
they do not wish to exterminate the fox, believing that if a man 
likes to sit on the wet ground in the dead of night listening to the 
baying of a pack, he has as much right to this pleasure, as a tax- 
payer and a citizen, as the quail hunter has a right to enjoy his sport. 

“The fox,” says Charlie Elliott, Director of the Game and Fish 
Commission, and the man who bears the brunt of the squawks 
from both sides, “is a predator, and as such he is just as necessary 
' to the balance of nature as any other factor which keeps the furred 
and feathered population of the land in a reasonable balance. If 
you destroy the fox, then the rodents multiply, and the young quail 
and the turkeys suffer, and the eggs are destroyed in the nest. 
If the fox is allowed to multiply in too great a number, though, 
he first destroys the rats and mice and such animals, which helps 
the quail. . Then, when the rats and mice are gone he moves in on 
rabbits. When the rabbits are gone he takes out after the quail 
and the turkeys. Finally the fox has reached such great numbers 
that his natural sources of food have all been destroyed, and the fox 
population begins to starve out. As the fox dies out,: the game 
birds and the small animals come back. It is nature’s cycle.” 


Objective The Game and Fish Commission, though, hopes to 
: be able to tamper with nature in such a way that 
the cycle won't necessarily repeat itself to the extent that there 
will be a time when there are plenty of foxes and no birds, and 
other times when there are plenty of birds but no foxes. They wish 
to control the foxes, by trapping, so there will always be plenty 
of foxes for the hounds to run, but not so many that the quail and 
turkeys will suffer. 

They figure that neither the most zealous fox hunter, nor the 
most eager quail hunter could quarrel with this policy. 

The quail hunter has one advantage in his war against the fox. 
The prevalence of rabid foxes in Georgia is no myth. There are 
dozens of stories which have come into Charlie Elliott’s office about 
rabid foxes attacking people, for a mad fox js more savage than a 
mad dog, and one man at Plains, Ga., died last year from a fox- 
bite. Hogs and cattle have been destroyed. When this happens the 
State sends its professional! trapper into the county where the rabies 
is prevalent, and catches every fox it can. The Wild Life Service, 
a Federal agency, also has a trapper who campaigns against fox 
rabies. Several counties have had to exterminate their foxes, 
Lenier put a bounty of $5 on every fox brought in; Sumter hired 
a trapper: Jasper is getting rid of hers through a bounty and a hired 
trapper; and Burke, the famous field trial county, is employing 
hunters with dogs to run the fox. That should seem to be a fox 
hunter’s dream of paradise—t6 get paid for fox hunting. 

There have been a few rumbles of protest from fox-hunting men 
that all this uproar about rabies among the foxes is propaganda 
wut out by the quail hunters. That is not quite true, either. Last 
year the state laboratory found that 113 heads out of 220 sent in 
were rabid. This year already they have found 170 heads positive 
and 81 negative. 

Nature, in her infinite wisdom, is taking care of the surplus 
foxes by killing a goodly portion off, with rabies. The State is just 
trying to hasten the process along.

WASHNIGTON, Sept. 2—(>)—, 
Here are the major ways in whic 
Americans planned early th 
spring to use their savings and 
income: 

1. Some five million wanted 
cars this year. Two out of five 
had less than $500 savings, and 
yet only one out of five would 
settle for a used car.. The great 
majority (62 percent) wanted to 
pay from $1,000 to $1,350. 

2. Some 9.9 millions definitely 
planned to buy refrigerators, fur- 
niture, radios, washing machines. 

3. Some 3.1 millions wanted 
homes. 

These figures come from a study 
just made available by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics for the 
Federal Reserve Board, which has 
to worry about the channels 
American money is taking—and 
before the dollar hits the road.

BASED IN FARMING 

Some 300 Jewish agricultural 
settlements form the basis for the 
country’s principal economy. More 
than one-fourth of Palestine’s 600,- 
000 Jews till the soil and produce 
some $50,000,000 worth of crops a 
year. Scientific farming has been 
adopted. 

Most of the produce from Jew- 
ish settlements goes into Tnuva, 
a producers’ marketing co-opera- 
tive which sold nearly $20,000,000 
worth of dairy and fruit products 
alone during the 1944-45 fiscal 
year. 

Co-operatives dominate the Jew- 
ish business life—probably a nat- 
ural result of the fact that many 
Palestinian Jews are politically 
leftist. 

Jewish-owned industry in Pales- 
tine, which had only 7,500 work-

“Their policies have become so 
obnoxious,” he said, “that many 
of the organizations which formed 
the original nucleus of the CIO 
are breaking away and returning 
to the AFL.” 


The AFL President warned or- 
ganized labor needed unity now 
more than ever to combat the 
“forces of Fascism in America” 
which he accused of financing “a 
legislative drive to deprive work- 
ers of fundamental rights.” 


Green visioned the nation as en- 
tering a new era when the atom 
will be “applied to lighten the la- 
bors of mankind.” 


“The 40-hour week is doomed. 
Within the foreseeable future, the 
30-hour week is bound to come,” 
he said, and “our standard of liv- 
ing will rise to heights still un- 
dreamed of.”

WASHINGTON — (NANA) —A 
Veterans’ Administration survey 
has revealed that of the 7,700,000 
ex-GIs receiving the weekly $20 
jobless compensation, less than 1 
percent have remained on the rolls 
for the maximum 52 weeks. 

Jobless veterans have cost the 
nation more than $1,000,000,000 so 


far, VA said, and, in all, 4,900,000 | 


have been on the rolls at one time! 
or another. This is 40 per cent of| 
the total number of World War 
II veterans. 

On the average, veterans remain 
members of the 52-20 Club less 
than 10 consecutive weeks, VA 
said, in announcing results of a 
study that followed Gen. Brad- 


vley’s recent warning to job-dodg- 


ing GIs. Bradley said that vet- 
erans who accepted the payments 
without making an effort to find 
work were jeopardizing benefits 
to an extent that might result in 
stringent congressional action.

EMORY MAN IN HIROSHIMA 


‘Christianity Only Hope,’ 
Writes Japanese Pastor 


By ANN WOOD 
A young Japanese who studied theology at Emory University be- 
fore the war writes from the desolation of Hiroshima that “Chris- 
ianity is the only hope of the world.” 


The Rev. Kiyashi Tanimoto, pas- 
tor. of the Hiroshima Methodist 
Church, described the atomic 
bombing, living conditions in Hiro- 
shima and the troubles of his cen- 
gregation in a letter to his former 
teachers and classmates at Emory. 

After he left Emory in 1940, the 
Rev. Mr. Tanimoto spent two years 
as a missionary on Okinawa and 
was then sent to Hiyoshima. 

“As far as my own church is 
concerned,” he writes, “the mem- 
bership has decreased from 800 
to 120 due to killed and wounded 
in the atomic bombing. It is not 
rare that entire families were 
killed. 

CHURCH DESTROYED 
“We, of course, lost our church 
the fire. ... My first 
concern is to rebuild my church, 
It is very difficult to build even a 
barrack house inthe ruins. Be- 
sides, I have to earn My own liv- 
ng—my salary is only 150 yen 
and living costs a month is 800 
yen 
“In our defeat we must trod 
the bramble road from now, how- 
ever it may be long and narrow. 
But I am now looking forward 
to the future.”
